No, this difference cannot be attributed entirely 
to an exc— of man over women entering the Uni- 
versity aa freshmen during the period.

They may involve compromises that the individual 
d— not choose to maka For any or all of these 
reasons, the busy undergraduate, and particularly 
the night student, may not svidl himself of the 
obvious and well known advantages of fraternal 
affiliation. Th— include many able and intelligent 
students whose talents could be genuinely appre- 
ciatad. 

In effeet, those students, if not disenfranchised, 
have been voicel— because they were not or- 
ganised.

Quite different is “Hungry Men”. 
This book presents a completely 
new picture of American life. Af- 
ter all, oho ever wrote a novel 
on bums — and from the bum’s

This is the story of Acel Stocker, 
a tramp on the roail, and his hobo 
friends. Now I’ve never “held 
down a freight” or put the “blng” 
on anyone or slept the night in a 
ffop house, so I can’t voueh for the 
authenticity of the piece, bnt all 
things equal.

The book has a more serious 
value than that of the simple tale 
of a jobless boy. Whether or not 
the story of tramp-life is accurate, 
I wouldn’t know— ^ut this much is 
true — there are men who are 
forced from city to city because 
then ia no vrork to keep them sta- 
bilised. and than an men who an 
obliged to earn their livinge work- 
ing for a dollar a day. ft hadn’t 
particularly occurred to me before, 
but I didn’t suppose those men like 
dodging cops, spending nights in 
dirty dime-a-night hotels and eat- 
ing the scant fare provided by v^- 
fan agencies. 

“Hongiy Men” will not go down 
as great literature, but I have the 
feeling that it will give Its read- 
en a diffennt attitude toward the 
man who lives by hand-outs.
